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Camrose Lutheran College — 


The year was 1910. Early 
summer - near the end of June. 
Always lots to be done in rural 
central Alberta. Land to be 
cleared. Barns to be_ built. 
Houses to make improvements 
on. Fences to construct. Not 
much time for meetings - except 
on Sundays for church. That 
was a special day! A time to be 
together as families and 
neighbours. A time to worship, 
to visit, to meet new folks who 
had come to settle this land and 
make it “home”. Home - Nor- 
way was home. Then the mid- 
western United States - lowa, 
Minnesota, South and North 
Dakota. Now it was places with 
strange. names - Bawif and 
Wetaskiwin and Tofield and 
Camrose. 

A meeting was called - June 
29, 1910 - with represen- 
tatives from local. congrega- 
tions, with Mr. John P. Tanberg 
of the United Norwegian 
Lutheran Church, to consider 
building a Lutheran School in 
Alberta. The members of the 
Hauge Synod were also think- 
ing about a school for their 
children. 

A further meeting was 
scheduled for August 9-10, in 
Camrose and the two groups 
were invited to pool 
thoughts and resources and 
begin planning for a school. Out 
of this “mid-summer dream” 
came the Alberta Norwegian 
Lutheran College Association 
- and Camrose Lutheran Col- 
lege was born! 

Construction of the College 
building - Old Main.- began in 
the Spring of 1911. The cor- 
nerstone was set.in place on 
July 1 of that year, and 75 
years later to the day, on July 1, 
1986 - “Canada Day” - the 
Honourable Ken Rostad, 
Solicitor General for the Pro- 
vince: of Alberta, affixed a 
medallion to Old Main (now call- 
ed Founders’ Hall), declaring it 
to be an historical resource site 
for Alberta. 

Classes began at Camrose 


Lutheran College in the fall (Oc- _ 
tober) of 1911, not yet on the . 


campus but in rented facilities in 
downtown Camrose. It was on 
October 21, 1912 that stu- 
dents entered Old Main for the 
first time, and it was dedicated

to the cause of Christian educa- 
tion in Western Canada in June 
of 1913. 

Begun as a high school, the 
College also offered secretarial 
and business courses, as well 
as a ‘“‘Normal’’ entrance course 
(teacher training program). 
“Newcomers programs” were 
held for those who had recently 
come to Alberta from Scan- 
dinavia (primarily from Norway), 
and special training courses for 
pastors and missionaries were 
also carried out. 

Dr. Chester Ronning (1894- 
1984), noted statesman, 
diplomat and ambassador to 
China and Norway, was both a 
student at Camrose Lutheran 
College in its founding year and 
its President from 1926-1942. 
Dr. Ronning loved to tell many 
intriguing stories about the “ear- 
ly days’ at the College, 
especially incidents in the lives 
of students living in Old Main. 
Under Ronning’s leadership the 
College became known for its 
music program - choir, chorus 
and band.

It was also while Chester 
Ronning was President at 
Camrose that mention was 
made of the College adding 
“Junior College” courses, and 
in more than one location. First- 
year university classes were 
finally begun in 1959, with six 
instructors and nine students. In 
1969 the second-year universi- 
ty program in several areas was 
brought into being. Eventually, 


Grade 10 and 11 High School 


instruction was phased out and 
concentration focused on the 
developing university program. 
The Grade 12 High School year 
has been retained and is an ac- 


‘celerated program accom- 


modating about 80 students 
each year. 

Planning was begun to allow 
the College to offer its own 
degrees; and on June 28, 
1985, the very day of the 75th 
Anniversary Founders’ Ban- 
quet, the Minister of Advanced 
Education for the Government 
of Alberta announced that 
Camrose Lutheran College was 
now able to offer three and four- 
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year baccalaureate degrees in 
Arts and Science. In May of 
1986 twenty-three students 
received their Arts degree from 
Camrose Lutheran, and about 
60. students are enrolled in the 


-Camrose 


degree program for this fall. A 
total of 750 students will be 
enrolled at Camrose for the 
1986-87 academic year. 

Indeed it has been a “Year of 
Jubilee” to remember. It began 
in the winter of 1985 with the 
construction: of a_ half-scale 
replica of a Viking Long-ship, 
complete with the _ traditional 
dragon head and tail, and a 20’ 
mast outfitted with a red and 
white striped sail. The little ship 
was’ part of several fairs, 
parades and heritage events in 
central Alberta last summer, 
and is now docked at the 
Marine Plaza at Expo ’86 in 
Vancouver, B.C. 

Other “jubilee year’ events at 
the College have included a 
Heritage Day last September 
(3,000 people attended in spite 
of it being a rainy, windy day), a 
Concert by the “Trio of the 
North” from Oslo, Norway, 
(whose North American tour 
itinerary included Carnegie Hall 
in New York, a concert with the 
Minneapolis Symphony Or- 
chestra, and the concert at 
Camrose Lutheran College! The 
audience out- 
numbered the New York au- 
dience by 400 people.) 

A Scandinavian Cultural Sym- 
posium brought well-known 
Nordic scholars to the campus 
from several places in Canada, 
the U.S. and Europe. It was

Bertil Winstrom, Past Grand Master 
and President of the Vasa Archives in 
Bishop Hill, Illinois presented a 
comprehensive report of the 
advancement in the archive for the past 
term. The Archive Building was 
dedicated in 1974 and now has grown 
to include microfilming of Lodge 
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records. In recognition of the 10th 
Anniversary, an Endowment fund was 
organized. Bishop Hill began in 1846 
when Eric Jansson and a large group of 
followers immigrated to the United 
States in search of religious freedom. 
They named the area from their home 
parish Biskopskulla in Uppland, 
Sweden. The Vasa Order of America 
Archives is now located within the 
Bishop Hill Colony District National 
Historic Landmark. 

During the week three seminars were 
included: 

PRESS conducted by Charlotte 
Greenstein, Editor of the Vasa Star 
magazine which informed reporters and 
correspondents in preparing material for 
print, how to gather news, how to write 
articles and stress the importance of 
publication dates. 

MEMBERSHIP was chaired by George 
Nord assisted by other elected Officers 
and Delegates, which portrayed what 
Vasa has to offer, how to conduct a 
Membership campaign and how to start 
a new Lodge. 

CULTURAL - My presentation included 
several displays of pictures, print 
material, Swedish newspapers and 
copies of oil paintings which were 
commissioned for the Per Anger visit to 
Edmonton recognizing the efforts of 
Raoul Wallenberg during his days in 
Hungary. | invited four fellow Appointed 
Grand Lodge Officers to take part in a 
panel fielding questions from members 
of the audience of 150. Roy Lindquist, 
Publicity Director, New Jersey: Stig 
Johansson, Film Director, California;

Director for Sweden, each of whom 
explained the work in their various 
fields.

July 3 Grand Lodge Officers and 
Delegates from Sweden were 
welcomed to New York City by Skandia 
Lodge No. 399 on the roof of the 
Church of Sweden in Manhattan. A 
display of Kosta Boda Glassware and 
strains of music were part of this warm 
summer evening. Later a dinner was 
served in the John Ericsson Room, part 
of the new renovations. Those at the 
Marriott Hotel were able to follow 
Operation Sail Assembly on the East 
River and the International Naval Review 
Assembly on the Hudson River. 
July 4 Harbour Festival Fair and 
Unveiling of the Statue of Liberty, 
Operation Sail from Verrazano Bridge 
up the Hudson River to Liberty State 
Park and the American Music 
Spectacular were part of this special 
day for Americans. Because we had 
just celebrated Canada Day before 
going to New York we shared in their 
joy for the events surrounding the 
rededication of the Statue which now 
celebrated 100 years. No space was 
available for such a large group of 
conventioners to view the fireworks for 
the evening program on this Liberty 
Weekend. Therefore the next best 
alternative was an informal indoor picnic 
in the Grand Ballroom. Hotdogs, 
hamburgers and corn on the cob were 
featured while we watched the 
proceedings on a giant screen.

July 6 Church service at St. Peter’s 
Lutheran Church, Manhattan with 
special guest speaker Evert M. Olson, 
retired pastor of the Church of Sweden 
in New York and Chaplain of Skandia 
Lodge No. 399. 

The trip to the United Nations 
Headquarters made us more aware of 
the many programs. It is composed of 
four buildings - the low domed General 
Assembly building with its vaulted 
meeting hall; the 39 storey glass and 
marble Secretariat tower; the low 
rectangular Conference building along 
the East River and the Dag 
Hammerskjold Library on the south 
west corner of the site. The Library 
dedicated in 1961 was a gift from the 
Ford Foundation at a cost of $6.7 
million. The headquarters site is 
international territory therefore it has its 
own Postal System but-mail must be 
posted within the system while using 
their postage. 

The General Assembly uses 6 official 
languages - Arabic, Chinese, English, 
French, Russian and Spanish. 

The Security Council has 15 
members, five are permanent - China, 
France, the Soviet Union, the United 
Kingdom and the United States. The 
other ten are elected by the General 
Assembly for two-year terms. This 
group will meet at any time peace is 
threatened. The Chamber was 
furnished by Norway and designed by 
the Norwegian artist Arnstein Arneberg.

The Economic and Social Council 
seeks to build a world of greater 
prosperity, stability and justice. Fifty- 
four members usually meet twice a 
year. The Chamber was designed by 
Sven Markelius of Sweden. Much of the 
decorative finishing and white marble 
flooring was a gift of the Government of 
Sweden. 

The Trusteeship Council supervises 
the administration of Trust Territories 
which were placed under the 
International Trusteeship System. The 
Chamber was designed by Finn Juhl of 
Denmark. Henrik Starcke of Denmark 
carved in teak a young woman with 
arms upraised symbolizing mankind and 
hope. Most of the furnishings were 
provided by Denmark. 

The Secretariat serves the other 
organs of the United Nations and 
administers the prgrammes or policies 
laid down by them. The first Secretary- 
General. of the United Nations was 
Trygve Lie of Norway who served until 
1953; Dag Hammerskjold of Sweden 
served from 1956 until-his death in a 
plane crash in Africa in 1961. Two 
others have followed these two 
Scandinavians. 

Many countries have provided 
beautiful gifts throughout the buildings 
and outside as well. 

Lunch at the Automat was a fun thing. 
The original Horn and Hardast cafeteria, 
with window machines where quarters 
were at one time required but now use 
tokens, is the last of its kind in New 
York. 

Sunday afternoon saw us all leave 
Pier 83 on South Street Seaport on a 
Circle Line boat especially reserved for 
our group. It travelled up and down the 
Hudson River and we were able to get a 
good view of the New York skyline.
